Sterilizing Fruit Jars 


H fruit lias oner spoiled in a. jar, 


the same thing uill happen agun unless 
the jar has been thoroughly cleaned and 
sterilized. It is not enough to merely 
v.ash the jars; they should be boiled. To 
make sure that they arc in good condition, 
put them in n pan of cold u.itcr in uliich 
has been <li isokcd .1 tablespoon of Gold 
Dust washing powder; let conic to a 
boil. 
The tops, also, should be im- 


mersed in boiling water, and old rub- 
bers should never be used.
